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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  South 
Hampton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report.  Your 
consideration  of  the  following  topics  is  solicited : 

OUR  OBJECTIVES 
Amidst  the  most  trying  period  in  our  nation's 
history,  I  make  bold  to  declare  our  objectives  in  ed- 
ucation. It  should  be  of  interest  to  you  that  your 
schools  are  endeavoring  to  reach  the  goals  now 
common  to  the  educational  world  and  that  definite 
progress  is  being  accomplished. 

Some  of  the  objectives  follow: 

1.  To  perfect  the  education  of  the  whole 
child. 

2.  To  create  an  interest  in  the  child  in  his  in- 
school  and  out  activities  so  that  he  may  be  a  useful 
citizen  all  his  life. 

3.  To  bring  about  an  interest  on  the  part  of 
parents  in  the  modern  program  so  that  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  school  may  be  had. 

4.  To  release  some  of  the  traditional,  inef- 
ficient methods  of  instruction  so  that  better  meth- 
ods may  result  in  increased  knowledge  and  power. 

Our  program  deals  not  only  with  the  mental 
but  as  well  with  the  physical  and  social  side  of  the 
child  Much  individual  attention  has  brought  about 
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desirable  gains  in  the  mental.  Directed  and  super- 
vised group  activities  in  play  and  dramatizations 
have  attainned  the  results  needed  for  physical  and 
social  development.  Our  children  must  learn  coop- 
eration and  self  control  in  order  to  meet  the  demands 
of  society.  These  are  probably  best  taught  through 
play  and  games.  I  hope  our  schools  are  meeting  this 
problem. 

More  and  more  interest  in  current  affairs  is  be- 
ing manifested  in  our  children.  They  are  eager  and 
anxious  to  know  the  workings  of  our  government 
and  society.  Our  upper  grades  promote  lively  discus- 
sions of  these  topics  in  almost  every  school  day. 

Parents  are  keen  to  help  and  often  consult  the 
teachers  to  know  the  best  ways  to  help  their  chil- 
dren. They  are  ready  to  cooperate  and  promote  ed- 
ucational welfare.  I  cannot  commend  too  highly  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Parent-Teacher  movement.  We 
hope  for  still  greater  emphasis  in  this  respect. 

Many  subjects  formerly  conducted  as  elaborate 
memory  tests  have  now  been  succeeded  by  planned 
adjustments  to  fit  the  individual  needs  of  the  child. 
We  have  come  to  realize  that  every  child  has  a  defi- 
nite need  and  that  not  everyone  can  be  "pushed 
through  the  same  mill."  Each  pupil  has  a  certain 
mental  capacity.  Our  aim  is  to  reach  his  maximum 
and  not  beyond  his  power  of  accomplishment. 

In  attaining  these  aims  and  objectives,  an  en- 
thusiastic and  well  trained  teaching  staff  is  essential. 
When  once  obtained,  every  inducement  toward  re- 
tention should  be  offered. 

THE  EDUCATIONAL  CRISIS 

There  is  an  educational  crisis.  Thousands  of  our 
nation's  children  ^re  now  deprived  of  even  the  rudi- 
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ments  of  an  education.  School  terms  have  been 
shortened  by  one  week  to  six  months  in  many  states 
and  communities.  Some  schools  expect  to  operate 
only  three  months  of  the  year.  Teachers'  salaries 
have  dropped  to  new  lows — even  lower  than  the 
minimums  allowed  to  unskilled  workers  under  the 
codes.  Our  nation's  schools  are  faced  with  more 
children  and  less  money.  Never  has  it  been  so  dif- 
ficult to  meet  these  demands. 

But  what  has  this  to  do  with  our  local  situation? 
Much,  in  that  modern  means  of  communication 
have  made  us  a  whole  rather  than  a  g^roup  of  sep- 
arate communities.  That  which  effects  one  part  has 
a  depressing  effect  upon  the  rest.  We  of  New  Hamp- 
shire have  been  extremely  fortunate  because  we 
have  succeeded  in  continuing  our  schools  without 
very  severe  retrenchments.  I  hope  it  may  be  our  am- 
bition to  kep  our  present  establishments  intact 
from  harmful  influences.  Further  retrenchments  may 
be  necessary  but  let  us  examine  the  essentials  and 
make  sure  that  first  things  come  first. 

SCHOOL  COSTS 

The  above  discussion  leads  naturally  into  local 
costs  and  some  comparisons  with  those  of  your 
neighbors.  Please  remember  that  these  are  offered 
only  in  a  spirit  of  helpfulness  that  you  may  from 
them  draw  your  own  conclusions.  Changes  in  num- 
ber of  puplis  have  a  decided  influence  upon  the 
averages,  especially  in  the  smaller  districts.  All  the 
figures  used  are  from  the  most  recent  releases  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.

The  School 
Board  from  its  funds  last  Summer  made  improve- 
ments by  installation  of  a  sink  with  dry  well  connec- 
tions and  added  paint  to  places  most  in  need. 

As  time  goes  on  I  hope  to  be  able  to  offer  sug- 
gestions for  improvement  which  would  involve  the 

wise  expenditure  of  your  money. 

APPRECIATION 

Anything  which  may  be  done  to  evaluate  the 
work  of  the  schools  might  lead  to  disastrous  results. 
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I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  many  parents  and  citi- 
zens who  have  so  faithfully  helped  in  interpreting 
the  schools  to  the  general  public.  They  have  given 
freely  of  their  time  and  ability.  To  the  School  Board 
and  teachers,  I  would  especially  be  grateful  for  their 
cooperative  efforts  for  without  them  I  would  not  be 
able  to  report  a  successful  year  notwithstanding  the 
most  restless  in  recent  history.
